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The war Trophy Train which the 
Government is sending out in the In- 
terest of the Fourth Liberty Loan 
campaign will be in Paris on Fri- 
day, October 4. The trala wHl stop 
here about three hours, or long 
enough, at least, to afford everyone 
who cares to do so, to take a peep at 
the trophies whidi are carried on 
board. 

The War Trophy Train Is made up 
of seven can loaded iplth eyery form 
of death-telfaigr devices which the 

Germans used in their war of fright« 
fulness. The entire exhibition com- 
prissa materials of war captured at 

various times and places from the re- 
treating Geiiman army by the Allies. 
Two are flat cars loaded with captur- 
ed cannon and a captured German 
tank, probably the first opportunity 
the people of this section will have of 
seeing one of these death-dealing 
steef-clad monsters which are at pres- 
ent playing so important a part in 
the war. The other cars are .fimd 
with shells, gas masks, torp^iBSs. 
liquid fire ejectors, hand iieasdiiii, 
Qarmaa helmats, aad la Csct, every 
form of war appliance which can be 
carried. Several noted speakers wiU 
accfMBpany the trala. also war ex- 
p«ts ^o will take pleasure in ex- 
plaining the various devices. A 
band will also accompany the train, 
and it is hoped that a large crowd 
will take advantage of the opportu- 
nity to see this elaborate and educa- 
tional as well as highly interesting 
display.
